HE Advifes from Vienna, July the 5th 

are that the Letters from Bender, Advile 

that the King of Sweden, feemed seiolved 
not to Jeave that place, till he coud return at the 
Head of an Army ; That he was in hopes, rhe 
Sultan would not only permit the ‘Tartars to be- 
gin a War with Mufcovy, bur Jikewile that he 
bimfelf that he himfelf would at laft be prevailed 
upon to Furnith his Swedifh Majetty with a good 
Body of Troops ; That ihere are likewife Advices 
from Conftantinople, which fay that the King hath 
already Affembled 1ocoo Men at Bender. The 
Letters from the Camp at Viller-Brulin, July the 
17th Advife that on the 15th the Troops appointed 
for the Seige of Bethune, Marched and Inv fted that 
Place ; that General Schullenburg and General 
Fagel who Commanded the Foot, are to have the 
Direction of the two Attacks, with two Lieutenant 
Gener.ls, and four Major Generals, and as many 
Brigades at each ; thar great parc of the Artillery 
and Ammunition for the Siege lies ready a: Doway 
and the reft will arrive on the 19th at Lifle from 
Ghent ; that in the mean time, for the Security of 
their Paffage to the Siege, and the fafery of their 
Convoys of Bread, the Hereditary Prince of Heffe 
marched that Morning with thirty Squadrons and 
twelve Battalions with orders to take Poft between 
Lens and la Boffee, and to break down all the 
Bridges on the Canal, except thofe at Ponti a Ven- 
din, where their Convoys are to pafs. "Tis adviled 
from the Hague July the 14th that the Indian Fleer 
being more numerous than ufual and very richly 
laden, the arrival of it hath occafioned an extraor- 
dinary Joy , that the Admiralty of Amfterdam hath 
ordered the Durch men of War that Convoy’d the 
Fleet from India to attend the five Englith Ships 
that came in their Cgmpany, and ro conduét them 
in fafety within the Mouth of the Thames; that 
the laft Letrers from Flanders advife that Ge- 
neral Wood is to Command the Cavalry appointed 
ro Serve in the Siege of Bethune, which confitts of 
6 Imperial Squadrons, 6 Englifh, and 6 Dutch; 
That the Town was Invefted on the 15th with 26 
Battalions, 3 whereof are Englifh, 9 Dutch and 
the reft Germans ; That the whole Detachment 
amounts to 20000 Men; That the Garrifon con- 
fits of 9 Battalions and fome Squadrons of Dra- 
goons, and, ‘ris faid, that the Enemy have cauied 
an Innundation on one fide of the Town.
